I 
don't like touring at all. It all sounds great in 
the planning the stages but about two days in to 
every tour I keep thinking to myself why the fuck 
I thought this would be a good idea in the first 
place. I turn 40 years old in three months for 
Christ fucking sakes. I should be at home, propped 
up in a lawn chair, while my wife feeds me lite 
beer and Geritol. But alas, we don't have a lawn 
and I despise light beer [nor would your wife 
"feed" you anything...-ed] so out onto the high¬ 
ways of America I head in a rickety yet surprising¬ 
ly swift van full of slightly (and I mean SLIGHTLY) 
younger dudes ripping farts and belching every 
ten seconds. This incarceration is rife with practi¬ 
cal jokes. Do you know what a "cupcake" is? I 
didn't either until going on tour. A "cupcake" is 
when you fart in your hand and cup it over your 
adversary's mouth, usually while said victim is 
driving and their attention is swallowed up by the 
fact they have 200 miles left and can barely keep 
one eye opened. Needless to say, this wake up 
call will awaken the driver to the fact they must 
be alert at all times, not only for obstacles on the 
road ahead but the mischievous appetites of bored 
punk rockers in the back seat. Then there's the 
male-on-male wrestling. My band has an actual 
competition which dates back to last summer's 


tour. Only two members of the band actually com¬ 
pete in this event though anyone with a big mouth 
spewing smack is fair game. There is even an 
imaginary "champion's belt" awarded to the victor 
of this sad display of closeted homo-erotic man¬ 
hood. The bouts take place on spur-of-the-moment 
attacks, mostly in hotel rooms or outside of dive 
bars. I try like hell to stay out of this mockery of 
competitive strength because one false move and 
my ever-aching lower back could displace and 
the rickety-yet-swift van will have to chauffeur 
me to the nearest medical facility. Then there are 
the common games of chance. Poorly contrived 
bets on anything from video game football to how 
many songs appear on D.R.I.'s "Dealing With It" 

LP. All in all, these things bug the crap out of me 
but after the Tour of Duty ends I laugh about as 
hard as anyone when remembering these idiotic 
shenanigans. 

I enjoyed this tour more than the last one. It 
was winter for one, and I'd rather be damn near 
ice-cubed than applying ointment to my crotch in 
120 degree heat. In the van, this sweating, fungal 
crotch erosion is known as "stew meat". No stew 
meat in the frigid northwest and, thankfully, in the 
pleasant winter desert climates of Las Vegas and 
Arizona. There were some hilarious moments as 
well as shitty ones.

The show was in a 
bookstore so the atmosphere was pretty muted.

An older guy, 
probably the "cool dad" who let his kids have this 
party guided us into a parking place and greeted 
us with this gem: "Goddamn, I usually get a bunch 
of skinny kids in black t-shirts and short hair play¬ 
ing here but I looked in your van and damned if

in there" Yes!! I live for ridiculous moments like 
that. 

Unfortunately a literal army of blue-fatigued 
Las Vegas ATF and straight up "fucking pigs" shut 
down this show in Las Vegas three songs into 
the set. They shut it down quick too, though why 
they felt the need to point shotguns at the heads 
of prone kids laying face down in the street is 
beyond me. I guess everything "does not" go in 
Vegas. So with all the chaos of the night, with kids 
dispersing to all parts of the city to flee the pig 
oppression, we ended up at the Desert Star Motel 
on the shit-end of the strip, a derelict soon-to-be 
condemned shit stain of an abode. There was 
dried blood pooled on the table, no buttons on the 
phone, the advertised "cable TV" had to be rigged 
with tin foil and the place came with its own 
despondent hooker that prowled in front of the 
place 24-7. The rest of the night was spent delib¬ 
erating which part of this hell hole had the least 
jizz stains on its surface. We came to the conclu¬ 
sion that every inch of this place was stained with 
the seed of a million degenerates. Needing food, 
we walked down to the corner 7-11 and viewed our 
motel's hooker pouring dollar bills into the 7-11 
slot machines.

I was just better prepared than last summer.

We 
owe thanks to a ton of people and bands, namely 
these folks: Arizona's crustiest WARFAIR?, Chris 
in Vegas, Alan from Despotic Records/Long Beach 
Warehouse, Sean/Noise From Nowhere Rees and 
Happy Bastards in Eugene (especially Will who 
saved my ass by fixing/loaning me parts for my 
tuning peg), a whole slew of Portland punks (too 
many to name but you all RULED), Joe Rizzi and 
Levon/IN HASTE, Joe and the SS Marie Antoinette 
venue, Mike's incredible family, and all the insane 
punks that make touring not so mundane and 
exhausting! 

Endnote: Totally off the subject of cool punks...I 
predict in the next few years we'll see a lot of the 
scene's older record labels bite the dust. Most 
young people I meet who do labels do it for the 
right reasons. The old fucks usually complain 
about moving units. I mean how many times have 
we had to hear one of these dinosaurs complain 
that they can't sell records like they used to 









because there's "too much crap out there"....like 
there label isn't just as responsible for releas¬ 
ing just as much crap. Fuck these people. Kids, 
keep putting out the records. Flood the market 
with hardcore and grind as soon as possible so 
we can eliminate these whining pieces of shit 
and they can move on to their next career move: 
being a decaying old turd.

NOT SO POSITIVE 
OUTLOOK 

Positive Outlook was my introduction to the 
DIY world. Prior to them, I was into the bigger 
punk bands of the era like the Dead Kennedys 
and Black Flag and stuff like that, that I could 
pick up at Tower Records (RIP) in Concord. But 
Positive Outlook was a hardcore band from shitty 
old Concord, the Bay Area suburb where I spent 
most of my adolescent years. They practiced in 
Mike, the guitar player's garage in a house in my 
parents' neighborhood. I don't remember how 
my best friend, Monica, and I first heard about 
them exactly. Being in junior high, we had gone 
to a couple of shows with friends our age who 
were already into going to show spaces in the 
area of that time like the Farm, the On {(roadway, 
and theMah. Monica's parentswere going 
ifffouglra divorce and she practically lived at my 
house on the weekends where my strict Japanese 
1181 m and sailor pad kept a close eye on us, so ■ 
sneaking out wasn't always easy. ; At the time, it 
was "like, so annoying" but in retrospect, they 
were right. Shows were extremely violent at the 
tilte ltfftots of bloody fights between punks and 
other punks, skinheads 1 against other skinheads. 


heads, and most violent of all, punksjMonghairs 
uniting against skinheads! it was common to 


hear things like, “Take off your boots!" and stuff 
like that at the start of a fight back then. I think 
it was through our friends our age, Leo and Bart 
(who played in The Dread with me later), that we 
heard about Positive Outlook initially. 

We met up with Bart, Leo and some other 
local punk dudes and took the train to a show 
at the On Broadway on a Thursday night. How 
we got out of the house on a weeknight, I don't 
remember, but somehow it all worked out. We 
met Positive Outlook that night because they were 
one of the opening bands for the headliner, MDC. 
Thinking they were really cute (how embarrass¬ 
ing), we talked to Mike and Bill, and all four of 
us decided to walk to Taco Bell to get something 
to eat before their set. I have no idea why we 
were gone so long as it wasn't like Monica and I 
were the greatest conversationalists in the world, 
especially since we were so much younger and 
crushing majorly on Mike and Bill but we were 
gone so long that Positive Outlook missed their 
set and by the time we got back to the show, 

MDC was already playing and Dave was passing a 
joint around to the small crowd of punks that had 
come out on a weeknight to see them. 

One thing led to another, and Monica and I 
ended up being friendly with Mike and Bill for 
the next year or so. Like many things in life, that 
friendship faded pretty quickly and we all moved 
on in different directions. Every once in awhile, 
one of us would run into or hear something about 
them that we found amusing, like when we saw 
Scotty, their old bass player/singer play in a hor¬ 
rible GLAM band in the late 80s called Mr. Hyde. 

I ran into Mike once at a studio, too, where we 
kind of lamely said hi to each other, but that was 
it for years. 

Anyways, Monica came up to Cotati for an 
overnight visit during a weekend that Jeff was out 
of town with Funeral Shock. At some point in one 
of our all-night girl talks, Monica came up with 
the idea that we (me and her, not Six Weeks), 
should put out a compilation of the bands from 
Concord that would represent the era we got into 
DIY including our local faves. Positive Outlook. 
Then we whittled that idea down to putting out 
a retrospective one-time-only small-run 7" of 
I their demo.

I guess they've just 
moved on and don't care, but I can't help but 
think that if some people got a hold of me years 
from now and asked to reissue some old music 
I'd written/played on because they wanted other 
people to know about it, that they were sincere 
fans, etc..

I mean, the dude did 
play in a glam band... 

So to all the in-it-for-lifers, cheers to you! 

The elitest-punk-club-of-them-all that Ami wrote 
about in her last column (the Punx Over 40 Club) 
is one that Jeff will be joining in June right 
before our bands head over the toirtilan^iii 


the Rising Sun, and while I still have a few years 
to go before I accept membership in The Club, 
I'm happy to be heading that way, too. I'm still 
hoping Monica and I hear back from Scotty and 
Mike about reissuing the old Positive Outlook 
stuff, but I'm not holding my breath.

After Amsterdam we traveled by train to 
Berlin Germany for seven days of straight up par¬ 
tying!

Went to the 
Yellow Dog store and met Sven and Iffy (what's 
up dudes), tooted around Berlin and also went 
to the historical museum. The museum had a lot 


of Nazi/Hitler stuff that I really felt weird about 
being so close to. It all definitely brought out 
a swelling of emotion in me and at one point I 
started tearing up thinking about how so many 
innocent people suffered at the hands of the Nazi 
regime. My personal observation is that it seems 
as though Germans in general are embarrassed 
about that part of their history- we found this out 
when we decided to go to one of the concentra¬ 
tion camps just outside Berlin. When we told 
people we were going there or had been there 
they would ask; "why do you want to see that? 
There are many other things to see here". Even 
some of the punx seemed weird about us going 
to the concentration camp. I am glad we did go 
see it and I think it is very important for more 
people to go see these things. Especially with the 
huge movement of groups/people arguing that 
the holocaust never happened. This whole idea 
is quite unbelievable to me, yet it is becoming a 
bigger movement- which frightens me. 

When we left Berlin, we flew to Paris for 3 
days to chill out. Paris was alright, walked under 
the Eiffel Tower (it was $25 to walk up it's 14 
stories^ fuck that), got to experience the Pere 
Lachaise cemetery where Jim Morison, Gertrude 
Stein, Oscar Wilde, Chopin and a ton of other 
historical and not so historical folks are buried. 
The cemetery itself is so amazing and quite old. 

I probably took more pics there than anywhere 
else, we literally spent all day there and prob¬ 
ably could of spent a few more exploring the 
old mausoleums, tombs and graves.

I've been tasked 
with imparting unto you the best from my own 
collection of recipies, and then the re-worked 
vegan verision for those of ya'll who keep it 
animal free. I certainly hope that everyone 
enjoys them. 

Since you're probably wondering "Who 
is this douche bag, anyway? And why the fuck 
am i reading this?" I'll take a brief moment to 
introduce myself. If you're like me (and I'd hope 
for your sake that you're not) then you have 
a inclination towards, nay, a burning passion 
for the culinary arts. Which is to say that I like 
to eat at five star resturants as much as the 
next guy, but my broke ass can't afford it and 
they usually frown upon sweaty dudes wearing 
Megadeth t-shirts at the Union Square Cafe, in 
order to remedy this situation I took to trying to 
create fine dining in my own kitchen. General^ 
my cooking tends toward southwestern, French 
and Italian cooking, but never being one to turn 
down the opportunity to mystify doctors with 
how high one man's cholesterol count can go, I 
dabble in many forms of cooking. I should say 
that i am not a professional chef, nor do I have 
any form of traditional training.,.simply put, I am 
just a man. A man who devotes his free time to 
playing video games, listening to grindcore and 
creating the culinary compositions that make 
the world fall in love. Or something more poetic 


than that. Couple this with the serendipitous 
lapse in judgement on Athena's part that would 
prompt her to let me write this column in the 
first place, and here we are. 

Before we get down to the actual cook¬ 
ing there's a couple of things I'd like to lead 
with for those of you who may be a little intimi¬ 
dated by the oven: 

1) COOKING IS CHEMISTRY! It may be delicious 
chemistry, and being a little bit ad hoc with the 
measurements won't cause a Chernobyl in your 
kitchen, but it is important (especially for vegan 
cooking) to remember that when substituting 
one ingredient for another, you must take into 
account how that will affect your culinary com¬ 
position in its totallity. 

2) DON'T LET THAT STOP YOU FROM FUCKING 
AROUND! Cooking may be chemistry, but don't 
let that intimidate you. Try new shit, different 
techniques, take shit you might like at a res- 
turant and try to make it at home. Hell, take shit 
that you see in these recipies and try it a differ¬ 
ent way if you like...just always test out an idea 
before you invite everyone you know for a diner 
party. Alright, enough of this bullshit, let's get 
on with the meat of the matter: 

Eggs Avondale is kind of a south¬ 
west take on a traditional Eggs Benedict, with 
elements borrowed from the Florentine and 
Blackstone. The combo of the biscuits, spinich, 
sausage and roasted pepper sauce make for a 
hearty brunch or breakfast. Here's what you'll 
need: 

For the biscuits 

2 cups flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 minced jalapeno 

1/2 cup grated sharp Cheddar (leave out for 
vegan version - DO NOT use soy cheese!) 

5 tablespoons vegetable shortening 

3/4 cup heavy cream (sub vegan cream or 
diluted vegan sour cream - a 3 to 1 ratio of 
vegan SC mixed with soy milk) 

For the wilted spinich 

6 cups baby spinich 

3 tablespoons extra virgin olive oil 

2 to 3 tablespoons chopped or sliced garlic 
1 tablespoon crushed red pepper flakes 
1/4 cup water 














For the sausage patties 
1 pound ground pork (sub vegan sausage - 
vegan links can be ground in the blender) 

1 teaspoon each of ground coriander, cumin, 
Cheyenne pepper 

1 teaspoon ancho chili powder 
salt and cracked black pepper 

For the Poached Eggs 

8 large eggs (sub 1/4 thick hot house tomato 
slice that has been lightly salted for vegan) 

3 teaspoons distilled white vinegar 
Water 

For the Roasted Pepper Sauce 

2 yellow bell peppers 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 teaspoon ancho chili powder 
1 teaspoon sugar 
3/4 cup extra virgin olive oil 
salt and cracked black pepper 

Start by roasting the bell peppers over 
an open flame. When the skins are charred and 
the peppers are soft, allow them to cool, peel 
off the blackened exterior and and de-seed 
them. In a blender combine the bell peppers 
and lemon juice. Once blended and with the 
blender running, emulsify by slowly adding 
the olive oil. Add the sugar, salt and pepper 
to taste. This can be made up to three days in 
advance and refrigerated, just return to room 
temp before using. 

Preheat your oven to 425 degrees 
(about 218 C for our European friends). 

In a bowl combine the flour, baking 
powder and salt, then stir in the jalepeno and 
Cheddar. Using a fork, cut in the vegetable 
shortening until you get big, coarse lumps. 

With the same fork, stir in the cream (or sub) 
until you have a sticky dough. Dust the dough 
with flour (and your work surface) and fold the 
dough several times by hand, adding more flour 
as needed. Cut four circular biscuits and pat 
down, about 2 inches in diameter. Place on || 
lightly floured baking sheet and bake for 15to| 
18 minutes, or until golden brown. § 

Next, combine the ground pork, cori¬ 
ander, cumin, cheyenne, ancho powder, salt and 
pepper form into 8 thin patties. This can be 
done the night before as well. Over a medium 
heat cook the sausages until don JIiB^^B 
minutes a side (BE SAFE! A meat thermometor 


should read an internal temp of 160 degrees 
farenheit (71 C) for pork). Make sure there is no 
pink in the middle. Set aside. For the vegan ver¬ 
sion, cook the patties until firm. 

Meantime, heat another pan to 
medium high. Add the three tablespoons of olive 
oil the red pepper flakes and the garlic. Stir for 
about 45 to 60 seconds, no more. Add the baby 
spinich and water, be careful of any splashing 
oil. Stir constantly until the spinich is wilted, 
about 3 to 4 minutes. Remove pan from heat 
and cover until ready to plate the dish. 

Next add about two or three inches or 
water to a deep sauce pan and bring to a boil. 
Add the vinegar. Break the eggs into a ladel or 
large spoon one at a time, and add to pan. Make 
sure you don't add too many! About 4 should 
fit at one time in a twelve inch pan. Cook for 5 
to 8 minutes depending on how runny you like 
to yolk, then remove with a slotted spoon. (NB 
- THE EGGS SHOULD ALWAYS BE DONE LAST AND 
TAKEN RIGHT FROM PAN TO PLATING! Let them 
drain well in the spoon and then serve). For the 
vegan version take nice 1/4 thick slices of the 
tomato, pat each side dry with a paper towel, 
lightly salt and add in place of the egg. 

SERVING 

Cut each biscuit in half, two halves to a plate. 

On each half layer first spinich, then sausage 
patty, then poached egg (or tomato slice) 
and drizzle with yellow pepper sauce. Serve 
with hash browns or potatoes O'Brien. A nice 
look would be on oblong plates with the Eggs 
Avondale on either end and hash browns in the 
center. For an added brunch kick try making a 
Mimosa cocktail with champaigne and raspberry 
puree instead of OJ, which goes great with this 
fucker. Serves 4 fatasses.

Hi there, punks and thrashers. Everything all 
right? After my nearly endless discussions about 
"o.o.o." (old, odd, obscure) Japanese pearls, 

I'm in the right mood to talk a little bit about a 
few ass-kicking crossover records. While some 
(most?) of you might disagree, I personally 
don't think that crossover ruined hardcore! Well, 
while, of course, I have the opinion upon the fact 
that '90's and today's crossover is nothing but a 
sad joke, I surely have differing views with the 
argument that back in the mid '80's the inten¬ 
tion of the crossover movement was just to suck 
the major label's cocks in order to make some 
quick cash as these bands mentioned below 
never were as big as today's crossover "heroes" 
(huh?) are. Well, at least most of them aren't... 
Oh, before I'll forget, but I guess that's needless 
to mention: To me, crossover is the synthesis of 
hardcore and metal and NOT a watered-down 
fusion of other "interesting" styles like funk, 
reggae and/or hip hop. In that era long forgot¬ 
ten (for the weak in mind: I'm speaking about 
the mid '80's!), there were plenty of awesome 
crossover records, so I'll try to bring up a small 
number of them and if you're able to track them 
down, do yourself a favor and fucken buy 'em! 
Hey, nearly all of these platters were repressed 
several times, therefore it should be no big 
fucking deal to get 'em for reasonable prices. 

By the way; Without these bands, units like 
MUNICIPAL WASTE, HOLIER THAN THOU?, BONES 
BRIGADE and a whole bunch of others wouldn't 
exist, full stop! By the way pt. 2:1 cannot scan 
LP covers, sorry... Anyway, "Less talk, more 
rock" - let's go!! 

THE ACCOSED - "The return of 

Martha Splatterhead" LP 

17 tracks / Earache Records /1986 










Whoa, this THE ACCOSED album is so astound¬ 
ing as it features a brand of fast, rabid and 
just unrelenting rage with a complete mentally 
deranged singer (believe me: Blaine is (!!!) 
sick...) as well as with the most brutal guitars 
in the whole universe - of course next to NOISE 
DISTRACTION'S "Die a peaceful death" LP from 
'92. Man, "The return of Martha Splatterhead" 
is a very talented outburst of uncompromising 
splattercore and slits like "Martha Splatterhead" 
or "Fuckin' for bucks" are nothing but a must 
hear for fans of classic mid '80's crossover. 

I really urge you to get this version or the 
re-release which is out on Combat Records / 
Subcore Records since the first pressing on 
Subcore Records ('86) just contains thirteen 
bombardments! THE ACCUSED, who included 
(heard that they broke up again. Or not? Who 
knows...) former THE FARTZ' personal, released 
a lot of other splendid records, like for example 
the "More fun than an open casket funeral" LP 
(Relativity Records and Combat Records split 
release / 1987), the "Martha Splatterheads mad¬ 
dest stories ever told" LP (Relativity Records 
/ 1988), the "Hymns for the deranged" LP 
(Musical Tragedies Records / 1989), the "Paint 
it red" 7" (Transparent Records / 1999 / 300 
made), the "Oh Martha!" CD (Condar Records / 
2005 - a vinyl version was released on Unrest 
Records last year), the "Baked tapes - rare and 
previously unreleased splatter rock" LP (Unrest 
Records / 2006) and/or the "The archives tapes 
1981 -1986" 2x LP (Unrest Records / 2006), but 
this LP is by far their most important material, 
so get "The return of Martha Splatterhead" as 
soon as possible and learn your lessons when 
we're babbling about astonishing "splatter- 
rock"!! On a side note: I'm still missing the split 
LP w/ REJECTORS (self released / 1983), the 
split 7" w/ MORPHIUS (Empty Records / 1989), 
the "Murder in Berkley" 7" (Smilin' Ear Records 
/1991) plus the "Straight razor (going for the 
throat)" 7" ftexi (Nastymix Records /1992 / 
came with a comic) - if anyone owns spare cop¬ 
ies, please drop me an email... 

ATTITUDE - "Kein Schlaf bis 
Deutschland" 12" 5 tracks / We 
Bite Records / 1987 

ATTITUDE, who more or less formed out of the 
complete membership of ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT 
(see below!), released a cluster of records, but 
since I'm a nice and kind guy. I'll start at their 
beginning... ATTITUDE'S debut 12" called "Kein 
Schlaf bis Deutschland", which translates into 
"No sleep til Germany", delivers five highly 


explosive mantras of really fast paced, metallic 
crossover with utterly awesome vocals. Fuck, 
all five hymns ("Homeless crew", "Practicing 
for war", "Third world child", "When worlds 
collide" as well as "Save thy brother") will 
stick in my head forever since they consist of 
so much power, so much heartfelt energy and 
so much "soul" if you know what I mean. This 
is the (!!) perfect blend between hardcore and 
metal if you ask me. The following "The good, 
the bad, the obnoxious" 12" (We Bite Records / 
1987) is a little bit weaker as it contains mainly 
well played cover songs (I'm not too much into 
cover tunes...) and while their "To whom it 
may concern" 7712" (We Bite Records / 1988) 
fucking crushes with three pounding anthems 
-"No blind power" fucking kills!! -, the "Factory 
man/Left for dead" 7" (We Bite Records / 1990) 
just bored me to death with entirely uninterest¬ 
ing, lifeless and shabby heavy metal. I guess, by 
now you know which ATTITUDE records are worth 
your hard earned milk money, eh!?! 

ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT 

- "American paranoia" LP 16 tracks 
/ Pusmort Records / 1986 

On their very first effort, ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT 
played quick, forceful and slightly (!!!) metal 
influenced hardcore with an awesome hoarse 
screaming singer (Andy Andersen a.k.a. Andy 
Airborn) who spit out galleons of venomous 
poison. I got this masterpiece on my 18th. 
birthday (in '86...) and since I'm still listen¬ 
ing to this LP on a more or less regular level, 
you're aware of that "American paranoia" is 
the fucking shit!! Soon after "American para¬ 
noia", ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT released the 
"Destruction's end" 7" flexi (Thrasher Records 
/ 1987) but since this fucker embraces only one 
under one minute short attack, which, by the 
way, was recorded within the same session as 
the "American paranoia" LP, you probably want 
to save your dollars for this bastard too. Later 
on, ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT also put out two 
other really good crossover LPs ("No more Mr. 
Nice Guy" on A Matter Of Image Records in 1988 
(re-released on in Your Face Records in 1991] 
and "Out of hand" on In Your Face Records in 
1991 [re-released with the "No more Mr. Nice 
Guy" LP on CD by Bitzcore Records back in 
1993]), but because only their original drum¬ 
mer Chris Kontos, who later formed GRINCH 
(ugh...), was in the line-up, we can speak of a 
completely different band. In the meantime the 
other members formed ATTITUDE (see above) 
and after ATTITUDE'S demise, Andy Andersen ||| 


decided to play some totally awful rock'n'roll 
with Bones (DISCHARGE, BROKEN BONES) and 
Oddy (CONFLICT) in ANDY ANDERSEN'S TRIBE. 

To top this shit, Andy also played in TWO BIT 
THIEF, but I will not tell you anything about this 
truly disgusting band! Anyway, I really urge you 
to purchase ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT'S "American 
paranoia" LP and since it was re-released along 
with the crushing "Dead serious" demo ('85) 
on the utterly soulless compact disk format via 
Bitzcore Records in 1993, it should be not that 
hard to get hold of ATTITUDE ADJUSTMENT'S 
most excellent music!! 

CONDEMNED? -"Humanoid 
or biomechaniod?" LP 10 tracks / 
Nuclear Blast Records / 1986 

To what I know, CONDEMNED? include Chris 
Chatham who fomerly was active in CONDEMNED 
2 DEATH, DEATH SENTENCE plus VICIOUS CIRCLE 
and after leaving CONDEMNED?, Chris finally 
decided to join the forces of ATTITUDE (see 
above). Nevertheless, obviously Chris was active 
in ATTITUDE as "When worlds collide" from this 
LP is also featured on ATTITUDE'S "Kein Schlaf 
bis Deutschland" 12" (We Bite Records / 1987; 
again - see above!)... Hell, I'm chatting about 
CONDEMNED?, consequently I have to get a 
break from all this name dropping shit in order 
to tell you something about CONDEMNED?!! 

The "Humanoid or biomechaniod?" LP, that has 
Chris on bass in addition to the drummer and 
guitar player of VICIOUS CIRLCE, "limited" itself 
to sometimes slower paced, kind of melodic, 
metallic stuff as well as to primarily hurried, 
driving hardcorepunk and overall this piece 
of vinyl is full of abso-fucking-lutely brilliant 
harmonies that will leave you speechless!! 

Fuck, "When worlds collide", "Tidal-wave" or 
"Satan's sandals" are simply timeless man¬ 
tras... Unfortunately I didn't hear of another 
CONDEMNED? rocket, thus it's up to you to prove 
me that they've more shit out!! 

CORROSION OF 

CONFORMITY -"Animosity" LP 
10 tracks / Death Records / 1985 

Their first LP ("Eye for an eye") from '84 deliv¬ 
ers amazing, fast and kinda punky hardcore, but 
on 'Animosity", CORROSION OF CONFORMITY 
added a lot of metal effects to their sound ; s 
and the end-result could be described best as 
slighty metallic and really brutal hardcorepunk 









with raging vox and great lyrics - just the kind 
of music that was called "crossover" back in the 
glorious '80's!! "Animosity" is a fucking mas¬ 
terpiece, nothing more - nothing less!! Next to 
these two monstrous outputs plus their appear¬ 
ance on the "No core" comp, tape (No Core 
Records / 1982 / bootlegged on vinyl a couple 
of years ago / the other troops enclose COLCOR, 
NO LABELS and NO ROCK STARS) along with 
the split 7" flexi w/ POISON IDEA (this obscure 
gem came with the Japanese version of the 
"Cleanse the bacteria" comp. LP [Vap Records / 
1987]), CORROSION OF CONFORMITY dished up 
the ripping "Technocracy" 12" (Death Records / 
1987), the very good "Six songs with Mike sing¬ 
ing: 1985" 12" (Caroline Records / 1988) as well 
as the blazing "Mad world" 7" (bootleg /1992 
/ 500 made / features eight demo songs from 
the early '80's), but then their decline set in as 
everything else from this former godsent band 
is neither worth my time nor the space of this 
magi! 

CRO-MAGS - "Age of quarrel" 
10" 13 tracks / Bootleg / 1990 

On their first endeavor, the "The age of quar¬ 
rel" LP (Profile Records / 1986), the CRO-MAGS 
played crushing, devastating New York styled 
hardcore with a definite metal edge, but the 
reason I'm bringing up this 10" inch is, that it 
contains the much more dirty a.k.a. "better" 
produced demos the CRO-MAGS used for the 
"The age of quarrel" LP and that being said, the 
raw but top-notch sound of this 10" beats the 
official LP by far! Hell, if slightly metallic, brutal 
as nails, raging streetcore outta New York City 
is your cup of beer, I cannot recommend this 
10" enough!! I also bought a couple of platters 
of the CRO-MAGS catalog later, but like for 
example the "Best wishes" LP (Profile Records 
/ 1989), the "Alpha omega" CD (Century Media 
Records / 1992) and the "Near death experi¬ 
ence" LP (Century Media Records / 1993) never 
managed to top the sheer spitefulness of the 
"Age of quarrel" 10" and/or the "The age of 
quarrel" LP. In fact: CRO-MAGS' other records 
are wholly terrible!! 

CRUMBSUCKERS - "life of 

dreams" LP 15 tracks / Rough 
Justice Records /1986 

Next to EXCEL's "Split image" LP this longptayer 
was my favorite record during the mid '80's as 
on their first effort the CRUMBSUCKERS were 


on fire with New York styled hardcore that was 
mixed up with lots of metal elements. Maybe 
this reads a little bit tedious, but believe me 
that the CRUMBSUCKERS put the "pure insan¬ 
ity" level to the friggin' max. I'm still at a loss 
for words cuz this album is full of only hasty 
and ultimately raw, brutal crossover thrash with 
hoarse growling vocals!! Fuck, I really wish 
that all new bands would play as intense as 
the CRUMBSUCKERS did on "Life of dreams", 
but since I'm living in the cruel reality, I know 
that something like this isn't possible. Anyway, 
unquestionably the "Life of dreams" LP is a 
milestone of the genre we're talking about 
and after more than 20 years of this release 
I'm still wearing my "Life of dreams" t-shirt 
proudly, so fuck me really hard for sticking to 
the past. After this friggin' monster, in '88 the 
CRUMBSUCKERS unleashed another LP called 
"B.o.m.b." (= "Beast on my back") on Rough 
Justice Records, but this effort is nothing but 
totally shitty and for that reason just buy "Life of 
dreams", which, by the way, was re-released on 
CD a couple of months ago!! 

CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER 

- "Money talks" LP 12 tracks/ 
Death Records /1987 

On the "Convicted" LP (Death Records / 1986), 
CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER ran riot with ultra speedy, 
blazing and sincerely pummeling, hammering 
thrash with a throaty yelling singer, but this sec¬ 
ond output encloses a lot of metal rudiments, so 
the outcome can be portrayed best as entirely 
fantastic crossover! While I love "Convicted" as 
a "thrash just for the sake of thrash" LP a lot, 
"Money talks" is way more on the diverse side 
of hardcorepunk as CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER slow 
down from time to time in order to punch you in 
the face with some of the best groovy, yet full 
blown crossover thrash ever. Man, this mixture 
of fast, head splitting thrash and punishing 
metal wilt make you want to start huge moshpits 
around the dinner table of your parents! In my 
humble opinion, "Money talks" also contains 
the premium CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER track ever 
("American heroes"), that's why you know you 
cannot go wrong either with the "Convicted" LP 
as well as with the "Money talks" LP - both jew¬ 
els were repressed on CD on Relapse Records 
a couple of years ago and include numerous 
bonus tracks (didn't bought 'em because I still 
own the original vinyls)!! After these mind- 
blowing productions, CRYPTIC SLAUGHTER 
released two other LPs ("Stream of conscious¬ 
ness" (Death Records /1988] and "Speak your 


peace" [Metal Blade Records /19??]), but 
both are more or less unexciting, hence do 
yourself a favor and obtain just their first two 
albums!! "Record collector alarm": In 2003, the 
"Convicted" LP was bootlegged (without the last 
tune of side one ("Nuclear future"]) on a split 
LP with SEPTIC DEATH (their side features the 
"Theme from Ozobozo" CD minus one song...). 
The sleeve states that only 100 copies were 
made, but since there're copies on black, on 
white as well as on black/white splattered vinyl 
floating around. I'm pretty sure that way more 
copies were pressed... 

D.R.I. - "Crossover" LP 12 tracks 
/ Death Records / 1987 

To me, this LP is a milestone, full stop!! In 
opposite to their first record ("Dirty rotten ep 
- 22 songs" 7" (Dirty Rotten Records / 1983 / 
500 made] / "Dirty rotten - LP" [Dirty Rotten 
Records + R Radical Records split release / 
1983]) which featured an out of this world, hard 
hitting, uncompromising thrashcore onslaught, 
the following "Violent pacification" 7" (Dirty 
Rotten Records /1984) as well as the "Dealing 
with it" LP (Death Records / 1985) contained a 
few metal undertones, but with the exception of 
the title track of the "Violent pacification" EP and 
songs like "Nursing home blues" or "Argument 
than war" from "Dealing with it", both platters 
still can be considered as absolutly unadulter¬ 
ated, rippingly fast hardcore. Anyway, I person¬ 
ally love the "Violent pacification" 7" and the 
"Dealing with it" LP as much as the "Dirty rotten 
ep - 22 songs" 7"!! In '87, D.R.I. released 
the "Crossover" LP (huh?) and that salver just 
brought the kind of music the title suggests as 
this is authentic crossover at it's very fucking 
best - as a minimum for my part!!! I will never 
forget that back in '88 my brother and me drove 
about 30 hours by train just in order to wit¬ 
ness D.R.I. live on their "Crossover" tour. That 
were the fucking days!! Man, there were and 
are so many awesome bands like CAPITALIST 
CASUALTIES, DESPISE YOU, RATOS DE P0RA0, 
BL00DRED BACTERIA and thousands of others 
who cover D.R.I.'s tunes, so you know that they 
were the shit, but luckily these troops stick to 
the DIRTY ROTTEN IMBECILES' old hymns since 
everything which came out after the "Crossover" 
LP is just plain useless! i saw D.R.I, live a few 
years ago, but they sucked ssooo much ass that 
I had to leave the gig after 20 minutes of sheer 
boredom... I really wish I didn't have the chance 
to see the heroes of my youth fall... 







EXCEL - "Split image" LP 10 
tracks / Suicidal Records and 
Caroline Records split release / 
1987 


One of the best (crossover) records ever 
- word!! This perfectly executed longplayer just 
includes ripping guitars, forceful drumming, an 
awesome singer as well as urgent lyrics. Believe 
it or not, but two decades ago, for about 3 years 
I listened to this LP about two times a day and 
after the aforementioned two decades, the "Split 
image" LP is still among my favorite top-10 
records of all time!! Anyway, after this murder¬ 
ous album, EXCEL put out some okay stuff like 
i.e. the "The joke's on you" LP (Caroline Records 
/ 1989) or the "Blaze some hate" 12" (Caroline 
Records / 1989), but their later material is just 
forgettable - at least for me. 


LOSS FOR WORDS - "Prey" 

LP 17 tracks / Death Records / 1989 


Sounds much like the berserking "Life of 
dreams" LP by the mighty CRUMBSUCKERS! It's 
just too bad that nearly no one ever heard about 
LOSS FOR WORDS and 1 personally consider that 
this is a shame cuz this band was goddamned 
underrated for sure. I suppose LOSS FOR WORDS, 
who definitely rip with some harsh and rapid- 
fire crossover thrash, never released anything 
else, but when I'm thinking about the second 
CRUMBSUCKERS LP ("B.om.b."), I guess it was a 
good plan for the band to call their quits before 
(!!) they most probably started to fall down the 
drain... 


MACE - "Process of elimination" 
LP 9 tracks / Coma Records and 
Restless Records split release / 


1985 


On their first publication these four completely 
hardrock looking guys played a kind of music I 
personally would call perfect (!!) crossover as 
MACE's brand between guitar solo driven metal 
and pissed as fuck, snotty hardcorepunk cannot 
be beat at all. That being said, this whole long- 
player, which contains only undying classics like 
"Smoking gun", "Drilling for brains", "Marine | 
corpse", "Act of war" or "Room 101", will make 
you shit your pants for sure!! It's somewhat hard 
for me to describe MACE at present as I just 
came back from the dentist, so I'm at a loss 
of words right now... Jokes aside: MACE Stitt 


really make my day as their music is crossover 
to the fucking max!! MACE's second album, the 
"The evil in good." LP (Black Dragon Records / 
1987), isn't that incredible since it's much more 
metal, but also includes some remarkable cuts 
like "The evil in good". Thinning the herd" or 
"Choose your god", therefore all in all you can¬ 
not go wrong with MACE who, I guess, didn't 
release anything else!! 

LUDICHRIST - "Immaculate 
deception" LP 19 tracks / 
Relativity Records and We Bite 
Records split release / 1987 

To me, LUDICHRIST were never such a land¬ 
mark like the other bands I mentioned, but 
"Immaculate deception" naturally is a very, very 
good crossover record! This LP carries swift 
as fuck gashes like "Most people are dicks" or 
"Legal murder" as well as slower paced, metal¬ 
lic songs, thus all in all "Immaculate deception" 
is kinda enjoyable! While LUDICHRIST's second 
LP, "Power trip" (We Bite Records / 1987 or 
Relativity Records / 1988), is still quite nice, the 
members should have been shot for forming 
SCATTERBRAIN. 


When this platter came out, my brother and 
me built a totally d.i.y. manufactured altar 
and prayed in front of it because this release 
is nothing but fucking genius!! SUICIDAL 
TENDENCIES' hard, mostly fast hardcore that had 
lots of metal influences as well as awesome 
shouting was appreciated by everyone from 
punks to hardcores to skaters and even the 
metalheads liked this record. Fuck, songs like 
"Won't fall in love today", "Subliminal", "Fascist 
pig" or "I want more" surely are still amid the 
best tracks ever written within the history of 
hardcorepunk!!

"Welcome to Venice" comp. LP as well as a ton 
of others, but the ones I talked about were and 
still are most important to me - please don't 
complain. Thanks a lot for reading this article!! 


PRONG - "Primitive origins" LP Endnotes: 
8 tracks / Pigot Records / 1987 


PRONG, who arose out of the ashes of the nearly 
legendary DAMAGE (check' out their "Sins of 
our fathers" LP [Gnarl Records / 1984] and 
the "Recorded live off the boards at CBGB" LP 
[CBGB Records / 1987]), were quite famous, 
but I believe only PRONG'S debut deserves any 
attention as this LP brings nothing but hard driv¬ 
ing, simple, abrasive as fuck and filthy, severe 
soundscapes into your household! Their second 
longplayer "Force fed", that was also released 
back in '87 (Spigot Records), only comprises 
two or three relatively good tunes ("Freezer 
burn", "Senseless abuse" and another one which 
escaped my mind at the moment I'm typing 
this) as PRONG moved into a more experimen¬ 
tal, rock direction. Without doubt, I coutd live 
without crap like this and on top of this, every 
other PRONG output (to me!) contains just unlis- 
ienable, sometimes even dancefloor infected 
nonsense which sucks much ass!! .f y.'V

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I'm noi a fan of New Years. Usually mine 
consists of drinking myself into oblivion at my 
house (or anywhere within walking or public ft 
transportation distance) and passing out before 
the New Year even begins. I'm burnt on parties, 
crowds and mingling. But this year was different 
as the end of 2006 was especially hellish for me

It all started with what seemed like a harm¬ 
less text message: "Comn up oct 20 lets drink!” 
My old high school buddy Shane was coming up 
from Long Beach to visit his folks so he, my old 
roommate Chris and I made plans to meet up, 
drink and nerd out on records. I got home from 
work and decided to throw my new chain and 
chain ring on my bike before going out. I hit up 
the store for a pre-made turkey sandwich and 
a 12 pack of PBR, rode over to the train station 
and proceeded to eat, drink and be merry. Hey, 
it was Friday! I caught the train to San Mateo 
and rode over to Chris' pad. I should mention 
here just how much Caltrain rules since it's the 
form of public transportation in the Bay Area 
that is legal to drink on. When I got to Chris' I 
was welcomed with mix cd's and more twelvers. 
We drank and listened to music for hours till we 
eventually drank Chris' house dry. Instead of just 
rolling out to the store we decided to head down¬ 
town and hit up Shane's favorite bar. 

At this point, the night becomes a little fuzzy. 

I forced myself to only bring enough cash for 
two drinks, but somehow I still ended up drinking 
for hours. There were some old friends at the 
bar and I met some new folks who were riding 
with some of my buddies and we bonded over 
bikes and beer. Out of the blue, a dude I had 
some major beef with for over 10 years came 
into my blurry vision and wanted to squash the 
beef and buy me another beer. This night was 
going great! Somehow I managed to pull myself 
away from all the free booze in time to catch the 
last train home and when i got off in San Carlos 
I ran into my former enemy I buried the hatchet 
with earlier that evening. We rode together for 
a bit and realized we were living only a block 
away from each other. He invited me over for a 
beer and the night trekked on! I stopped myself 
again, at some point, and miraculously made it 
home without crashing. My girlfriend, Jasmin, 
explained the rest to me when I woke up the 
next day. Apparently I burst into the house, the 
happiest drunk alive, and proceeded to wake her 
up with my going on an on about how much fun 
I had, who I saw, etc. Eventually I went into the 
bedroom and proceeded to pass out. 

When I woke up my foot was hurting like f* 
motherfucker.

I got 
up to go to the bathroom and could barely walk.

Slowly the night 
started to come back to me. I remembered wak- f 
ing up in the middle of the night having to take 


the mother of all pisses. I remembered getting 
out of bed to head to the bathroom, slamming 
my foot into the dresser, falling on the floor 
and proceeding to piss my pants. Man, my foot 
fucking hurt. The more we talked about it the 
more hilarious it all was. I remembered I was 
supposed to go on a ride that morning but with 
my foot in this condition I called my buddy to tell 
him maybe I would be able to meet up tomor¬ 
row. I went out to breakfast and Jas dragged me 
out to go find a Halloween costume, but my foot 
was hurting so bad I almost fell over in the thrift 
store. The next day it was worse. I decided to 
go to the emergency room to find out I'd broken 
the three middle toes on my right foot. FUCK! I 
couldn't ride, I couldn't drive and I had no idea 
how I was going to work my shipping job on 
crutches. I had some vacation time so I decided 
to take a week off of work, but I was so bummed 
about not being able to do anything for myself i 
ended up sitting around smoking weed and drink¬ 
ing beer all day. I kept trying to go back to work 
but kept having to take days off because of pain 
and swelling in my leg. I went to the orthopedist 
to see if anything was wrong and he told me 
it was just a natural reaction to my leg being 
immobile. 

One night after work I came home and was 
planning on vegging out in front of the TV while 
my girl and her friends went to a show. At one 
point I got up from the couch to grab some food 
and upon getting upright with the aid of my 
crutches I found myself unable to breath, gasp¬ 
ing for air. I couldn't breath and I was starting 
to see bright, electric looking colors. Eventually 
everything went white and I was out. I came to 
with our dog licking my hand, wondering what the 
fuck had just happened and what the fuck that 
loud sizzling sound was in my ears. It sounded 
like I had my ear right up to a frying pan cooking 
up a pound of bacon and I could barely make out 
the TV or any other sounds in the room. I was 
pretty scared, but didn't call 911 or anybody. I 
kept trying to get up to grab the phone and make 
it to my bed, but every time I stood up, I couldn't 
catch my breath and sat right back down so that 
i didn't pass out. Eventually i made it to bed 
and went to sleep. Jas woke me up when she 
got home and I was breathing really fucked up 
and asked if I was ok. I told her I thought I had 
a seizure or a stroke or something and she told 
me I was going to the doctor first thing in the 
morning. 

The doctor couldn't really find much wrong 
with me and decided to run an EKG which came 
back strange. "It might be nothing, but it could 


be something and we should be sure," she said. 
She sent me to the emergency room where I 
went through another EKG, an ultrasound and 
a cat scan. It was probably about 9pm when I 
finally got done with all the tests and we had 
been at the doctor since 2 or 3 in the afternoon. 

I just wanted to go home. A doctor finally came 
in and asked if he could be frank with me. SHIT! 
He told me I had deep vein thrombosis (a blood 
clot) caused by immobility in my leg and I had 
multiple pulmonary emboli (blood clots floating 
in my lungs). FUCK. He continued explaining 
the severity of all this (most people die when the 
clots reach there lungs) and how I was going to 
be in the hospital for a bit while they dissolved 
the clots. I was going to live, but I was going to 
have to be monitored for a while before i could 
go home. 

They put me on all sorts of medications and 
even inserted a small filter into my vena cava 
(where the two major veins in each of your legs 
meet) in order to stop any clots in my leg from 
moving up into my lungs. I was getting shots in 
the stomach twice a day and taking blood thin¬ 
ning pills. I was in the hospital for a few days 
and got out on Thanksgiving Day with A LOT to 
be thankful for. I was still on crutches, but I was 
alive. 

I've been on blood thinners since then (and 
will be for some time) and, as a result, have 
been completely sober. There's nothing like a 
near death experience to really make you look 
at your life in a whole different light. I've been 
so productive in the last few months working 
on music among tons of other shit I was always 
“meaning to get to". This whole situation made 
me realize just how precious our time here is 
and that you have to make the most with the time 
you have. It's so easy to get into the rut of just 
going to work, coming home, drinking till you go 
to sleep and then starting all over again the next 
day. i had gotten myself stuck in that rut and 
had begun to take this time for granted. Don't 
get me wrong, I'm not trying to come off like 
getting fucked up is bad and I'm going straight 
edge. I'm sure I'll drink again when i'm done 
with my meds, but not with the same intentions 
that I had that fateful night of October 20,2006.

We have been ordering 
from them way before they blew 
up and once Mastodon got huge, S 
they gave more attention to 
pleasing Hot Topic than treating 
all the Mom and Pop stores that 
have supported them from the 
beginning fairly. Fuck thatf You 
don't fuck over the small stores 
that helped put your label on 
the map.

snap-judgements, bickering, and snob-fuck 
exclusionism! The more things change, the 
more they stay the same!). Still, the genre was 
quite the guilty pleasure for many punks in the 
early hXc scene. Whether they discovered metal 
before punk, or held an interest in the stripped- 
down brutality of the newer "extreme" bands, 
it took a fair amount of guts and individuality 
to admit to indulging in (whereas these days 
the exact opposite is true to the point of a 
stranglehold on an EXCEPTIONALLY bicurious 
fanbase). 


This fear of persecution didn't seem to register 
with the embryonic grind scene's most galva¬ 
nizing members. They PROUDLY announced to 
the world that "good music is good music" and 
didn't give a toss what anybody else thought. 

If it was evil, noisy, heavy, fast, or all around 
extreme on ANY level, it was sought out by 
these peeps with a junkie's zeal...written about, 
dissected, tape-traded, and eventually folded 
into their own musical endeavors. In turn, this 
ended up becoming the next logical progres¬ 
sion to the too-short-lived crossover genre, with 
extreme hardcore AND metal bands incestu- 
ously feeding influence back and forth to each 
OTHER! 


From '85 on, multiple proto speed/death/ 
thrash/blackened DEMO STAGE bands such 
as MAYHEM, INSANITY, RIGOR MORTIS/ 
IMMOLATION, MASTER/DEATHSTRIKE, GENOCIDE/ 
REPULSION, Canada's SLAUGHTER, Chicago's 
DEVASTATION, Florida's MASSACRE, MORBID 
ANGEL, and NECROVORE (who were friendly 
rivals with MORBID ANGEL, and who's lone '87 
demo is STILL "the" template for the modern 
deathrash revisionists) were making typhoon¬ 
sized waves internationally (and for fuck knows 
what reason, getting their warmest receptions 
in Western Europe). I think N.D.'s founder Nik 
Bullen sums that metal love up here best 
(albeit in the awesomeness of DEATHSTRIKE): 


"Napalm Death turned into a shitty metal band. 
Godflesh can blow me. Sepultura went on to 
suck ass." -The eloquent Jake Kelly 


Punk was metal's mortal enemy from its 
veritable inception. Violently reviled within the 
Mohican populace, and often snidely tossed 
aside as "hippy music" or "sexist theatric 
drivel". In fact, one female compatriot of 
mine (who's 
one of the 80s 
dinosaurs) would 
be ASSAULTED at 
shows for wearing 
HER OWN hair a 
generic "normal" 
length...and she 
HATED metal! I 
know this seems 
completely absurd 
by today's stan¬ 
dards, but that's 
just "the way it 
was" (hmmm... 

















Other than THAT... 

OKAY! Where did I leave us all last noisen- 
heimers? (‘adjusts wizard's hat and softly pats 
encyclopedia-sized stack of dusty vinyl cradled 
lovingly in crook of arm) 

"Yeah yeah yeah, we KNOW our metal 
Seanocide. We just discovered the Motley Crue 
retro look last year and are folding it in with 
our Gloom shirts and cowboy hats." 

‘Stares AT you...H-A-R-D...so hard it actually 
punches a hole THROUGH you...THROUGH your 
Honda Element...THROUGH your apartment 
that Mumsy & Da-Da pay for you...THROUGH 
the building (and buildings) behind yours... 
THROUGH Felix Havoc's ripplin' pecs...and 
finally, THROUGH the space-time continuum 
that sucks YOU and every last atom of YOU into 
a universe that is capable of understanding 
YOUR language of WANKEROLOGY. 

And besides, you know FULL WELL it's all about 
DOKKEN's "Burning Like A Flame" (‘shifts eyes 
slowly side to side). Erich Keller, singer for 
FEAR OF GOD wasn't afraid of his metal either 
(Proof?: He promoted Celtic Frost's first major 
concert. Further proof?: http://goodbadmusic. 
blogspot.com), so I think it apropos to con¬ 
tinue ranting to this ENTIRE quadrant of the 


galaxy cluster how PHENOMENAL they 
truly were!!! 

While Napalm Death was getting it's 
sound to coalesce searching for a stable 
lineup (early courter's for a release 
were PUSHEAD... who flaked of course... 
CHILDREN OF THE REVOLUTION, and 
shady promoter DAZ RUSSEL), F.O.G. was 
casually building it's legacy rehearsing 
in a rural swiss barn (this was late '87, 
though some of the songs were written 
by Erich the year before). As I stated 
last semester, along with Napalm Death, 
F.O.G. were ardent music geeks. In par¬ 
ticular was Erich, sonically ingesting and 
applying a staggering amount of genres 
(some as "WTF???" as DIAMANDA 
GALAS and WAGNER, though in vibe 
alone... F.O.G. bassist Dave read the last 
issue and schooled me on my misper¬ 
ception of N.D. thinking they sounded 
like MASTER, when in reality all these 
euro fucks were copying Master and other 
band's "mood" of "power"). 

F.O.G.'s approach though was hyper-intellec¬ 
tual and intentionally dadaist, electroplating 
"rage" over the smile-inducing pubescent "hey, 
that sounds brutal, let's keep that." Ideology 
always came first, their equipment acting 
more as a psychic extension of those beliefs: 
traversing the maze of urban psychosis, and 
an adament obsession with deconstructing 
sound (all the more impressive with the fact 
that they wrung this attitude without any studio 
bells and whistles, using only the most basic, 
cheap, and sometimes borrowed instruments). 
Go listen to their "Pneumatic Slaughter" live 
ep, or the "Blazing Swiss Noise/Konserven" 
demo they recorded in that barn. Does the 
immediate 
implosion of horror 
on your speakers 
sound like four 18 
year olds who looked 
like their parents 
still helped them 
get dressed in the 
morning? I'm tellin' 
ya, wherever that 
band went, boom¬ 
boxes, walkmans, 
and soundboards got 
COMPLETELY fuckin' 


R-A-P-E-D (I have yet to hear ANY other band 
on the PLANET get as many "well" recorded 
BOOMBOX archives as F.O.G.!). Napalm Death 
just wanted to sound killer (and they WERE!), 
Fear of God however wanted to sound like 
HATRED INCARNATE! To this day the band 
detests being called "grind", and WILL tell 
you to your face WITH a straight face that... 
they.were.NOISE. 



Now, I'm well aware this all sounds like pseu- 
dollectual pucker posing from the band (and 
especially your humble narrator), but they've 
never once wavered from these very public 
statements in 20 years, and I've never once 
caught them dropping the "charade" over 13 
years of on/off correspondence. They've made 
some (‘cough) "pretentious" life choices to 
further my theorems...like Dave dedicating his 
every waking hour to glitch/bodytronics since 
the band first ceased to exist, and Keller going 
gray as a professional student (he speaks five 
languages...fluently) and published author 

















































(chin-stroking and pessimistic, but layman- 
clear, unabsorbed, and ENJOYABLE). This all 
stands on THREE legs to me that they are 
drawn to and take tremendous pride in captur¬ 
ing philosophy ITSELF! 

As opposed to one solo gig a decade back 
where Dave "captured" himself with contact- 
mics eating pie. Kickin' back...eating P-l-E. 

Musically (snicker) F.O.G. drew the most 
inspiration from LARM, SWANKYS, SWANS, 
REPULSION, SIEGE, CYANIMID (who just DON'T 
blow me away!), and yes, MASTER. They soon 
sculpted what they considered to be "noisy 
hardcore" and started gigging out (mostly 
in Germany) with the likes of N.D., RIPCORD, 
FILTHY CHRISTIANS (Per was recorded dueting 
with Keller on one of F.O.G.'s songs, though 
Per swears he can't remember the show!), 
fuckin' ROLLINS BAND!!! (this was the gig that 
originally broke them up in late '88, so they're 

partially excused). Aaaaaand.are 

ya ready? Are you suuuuuure you're ready??? 
(‘insert BIGGEST. FUCKIN'. CONFUSE. DRUM 



U-N-l-V-E-R-S-E.).MR. FUCKIN' 

BUNGLE!!!!!!!!!!!! 

"Wait wait wait Seanocide... you like 
DOKKEN???" 

(‘spits on palm and SLAPS YOUR FUCKIN' 

FACE OFF TO WIPE MY ASS WITH!) ACHTUNG 
DOUCHEHEADS! I'M TRYING TO WHIP ALL 
YOU SAD LITTLE MONKEYS INTO THE NEXT 
GENERATION OF NOISECORE SHOCKTROOPERS, 
NOTSOULSEEKSUCKASS FREEBIE 
FUMBLEFUCKS! KRAZYHOTGLUE your EYES and 
your lack of BRAINS H-E-R-E or fuckin' LOSE 
THEM!!! 

‘Huffily snorts through nose and takes a swig 
of Pepsi... 

Fear Of God was AAALWAYS walking a 
razor-fine line of extinction. They'd even 
broken up halfway through their career 
BEFORE the Rollins gig, with Keller and 
drummer Osi expanding the band into 
a 5 piece MAJESTY/ MASTER clone (a 
DAMN good one too!) for the span of... 

TWO WHOLE FUCKIN' WEEKENDS. Three 
new (much) lengthier trax were somehow 
fully written and arranged as well as 
some shorties from their old set were all 
boomboxed for the likes of vulture scum 
like me to crybate to. For completely 
unknown reasons this "death metal 
lineup" guest-starring the mysterious 
Geuggis bros (one of them is a techno 
dj now, and refuses to answer emails... 


FUCKER) didn't., or wouldn't...work out, so the 
O.G. gangsters Tschosi and Dave returned to 
the nest where blunts were passed and warm 
40s were quaffed and hood rats shook it in the 
pit to much adulation and applause. 

Still, the band were constantly at odds with 
their growing crowds' "only in it for the 
music" attitude... coming to an apex at the 
aforementioned Rollins gig (Erich has never 
elaborated on HOW they got the gig). I chalk 
this up to some very pronounced extremes in 
Erich's personality (a good example are his 
dumbfounding overly-critical arguments about 
Tom G. Warrior's depression on Tom's own 
message board...effectively ending their 20+ 
year friendship). Erich's pattern has seemed to 
be tissue-thinned-skin offense and tunnelvision 
toward the scene's wildly enthusiastic physical 
admiration/reaction to extreme 
music, and F.O.G. in particular (I've got 
videos where peeps are practically having 
CONVULSIONS during F.O.G. sets!). This seemed 
to completely demoralize Erich's (and Dave's) 
faith in the psychological aspects of hXc as a 
motivating force for social revolution (Tschosi 
and Osi were laidback metal guys and never 
seemed to care, they had their own bands 
CRAWL NOISE and MESSIAH to fall back on 
anyway). I like Erich, he's the quintessential 
gentleman's misanthropist, but personally I 
think he kept expecting "deeper" things from 
the scene as a whole. As I said at the start, 
the more things change yo... 

After one demo, a dozen rehearsals and live 
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shows (a majority of which were 
thankfully documented), one 
studio ep, and maaaaaany post¬ 
humous releases (some official, 
most not). Fear Of God's year long 
existence came to end...orrr diiid 
iiit? ;) 

Interest in the band never com¬ 
pletely wavered. Due to fastcore 
and death metal's VERY close ties 
toward the end of their respective 
first-waves, many of the more 
hXc-oriented fast bands (mostly 
the absurd extremists) were 
secretly respected within death 
metal's ranks...and since F.O.G. 
had STRONG admiration for and 
direct contact with detah (YES! 
D-E-T-A-H) meddlers, word still 
spread in that realm...quickly. Go 
back 14-15 years in L.A. alone, and 
bootleg shirts 

(some of astounding quality and 
inspired graphical choices) weren't 
too unusual to see, with many a 
more death metal oriented band 
covering F.O.G.'s "moshier" trax 
("World Under My Fingernail" 
being the fan favorite). Their 
demise (along with N.D.'s increas¬ 
ing popularity with the "classic" 
lineup) even seemed to instanta¬ 
neously herald in a new breed of 
coextending clones (some quite 
fucking AWESOME!), mostly based 
in the Eastern Bloc, Latin America, 
and sundry other 3rd world coun¬ 
tries. Grind yo, the new punk of 
the UNDER-underclass! 

Yugoslavia's PATARENI (who 
actually formed in '84, and were 
already borderline noisecore, 
REAAAAAALLLLLLY took to F.O.G.'s 
ultragrind style), Germany's 
TUMOR (their 10" has the sick¬ 
est bass and guitar distortions 
E-V-E-R), South America's 
EXTERMINIO BRUTALE, Poland's 
SCHISMOPATHIC, Spain's 
EXCRETED ALIVE (Situacion 
Injustica demo is totally fuckin' 
outta hand), France's VIOLENT 
NOISE ATTACK, the first XYSMA 


demo from Finland, the U.S.'s ANAL CUNT 
(duh), MEAT SHITS (wotz poppin’ MAX?!!!:)) 
and MINCH weren't even the tip of the needle 
ON the iceberg to the sheer megaton of bands 
who formed and are STILL forming (albeit at a 
snail's pace now) TODAY! And in every single 
thanx list or interview. Fear Of God's name 
(sometimes over Napalm Death!) is embla¬ 
zoned as a primary influence. You can stomp 
your feet with your fists at your hips all you 
want, you'll just have to wait until next issue 
for the mentality and scoop on THAT crowd!:) 

"Fuck that shit! WHAT ABOUT THE GIG THEY 
PLAYED WITH MR. BUNGLE????" 

Hold on to your horse cocks. I'll get to that! 
Even though Mista' B' has been going since 
'86, this clash of the twinkletoes didn't happen 
till muuuuuuch later! 

Tshcosi and Osi faded into the ether, Dave 
was exploring extreme experimental (and at 
one point had a member of EXTREME NOISE 
TERROR take up prolonged residence with 
him), and Erich soldiered on with his label 
OFF THE DISC (the catalog counted amongst 
it's number DEFORMED CONSCIENCE'S debut, 
INFEST's debut, a semi-authorized SIEGE 7", 
RUPTURE'S 2nd or 3rd ep, FEAR OF GOD'S live 
12" etc etc blarp de blarp), getting jailed for 
activism, and obliging several 
releases/reissues comprised of remixes, the 
'87 demo, and many live shows (with the 
pinnacle of live quality being PNEUMATIC 
SLAUGHTER). F.O.G.'s "high concept" refused 
to die, and a packed gig (proper stage and all) 
with SETH PUTNAM ON DRUMS was played in 
'92-'93 (you can see the guitarist for TUMOR/ 
YACOPSAE in the crowd). I'm pretty sure the 
gig was just for fun, with no serious plans for 
reformation. ORRR WAAAS HIT???;););) 

It's early 2003, and I've been sober for around 
8 months. I've run into Erich and Dave again 
online and was exchanging quaint pleasantries, 
still worming my way for any "lost" material, 
but mostly buying odds and ends from Erich's 
collection. Erich drops the bomb that hell has 
indeed frozen over, that he and Dave decided 
to reform the band, that they still had (and 
I quote) "fire" and sooo much more to say 
"musically." Does it really need to be said 
that I shit myself so hard that my SHIT shit 
itself? Things moved at a clip, and Erich set up 



























Dead-honestly, this completely pissed me 
off. F.O.G. had such an unbelievably strong

a temporary newsletter to keep all interested 
parties informed (lots of goregrinders at this 
point left such witty and novella-length mes¬ 
sages as "PLAY WITH MY BAND! YOU GUYS 
ARE SICK! PEACE!"). Tschosi and Osi weren't 
interested, and Oliver/CLUSTER BOMB UNIT was 
courted (Oliver documented all of F.O.G/BUNCH 
OF LIES shows on video back in the day) for the 
drum chair. Oliver had to decline after a few 
rehearsals since he couldn't keep up sustained 
blasts (but Oily's a HELLUVA d-beater!). A more 
than capable lineup WAS eventually stabilized 
and rehearsals resumed (not in a barn this 
time, and again NOT so quietly!). 


Quite a few gigs were played (mostly in 
Switzerland this time, but one or two in 
Germany again), a few mp3s of new songs 
and oldies privately shared (and somehow 
leaked into the hands of an Italian bootlegger, 
which threw the band into a rage), and major 
plans were put into effect to F-l-N-A-L-L-Y 
release their entire output in legit form once 
and for all (this became the "Spirit Of Time" 
double LP on ABSURD records). There was 
even some major controversy locally, because 
the word "Holocaust" was used on one of the 
show flyers (some fuckin' retarded PC fuck- 
face equated the word with anti-semitism... 
H-O-W??????), and globally when Matt/INFEST 


instantly with a minimum of work (for a major¬ 
ity of bands, even established ones, this pro¬ 
cess takes years, SHITLOADS of bloodsoaked 
work, or more often than not BOTH). Christ, 
even with the reformation's major lineup 
change they'd re-accessed that original vibe 
EFFORTLESSLY. Even when some of the setbacks 
were happening before the fan's eyes, I didn't 
think and STILL don't think they were so cata¬ 
strophic to suicide 

your band over (yeah yeah yeah I fuckin' know, 
you never know what's TRULY going on behind 
the scenes)! Sometimes it's not so bad being 
a has been, because people can at least then 
laugh at your ineptitude (SHATNER SINGS!)... 
but when ya got the chops, and the ideas, and 
the FIRE, and EVERYTHING is gelling and par¬ 
tially going your way and people are literally 
welcoming you back FROM THE DEAD...fuck yo, 
it can suck even harder to be a COULDA BEEN. 
And that's what frustrates me with F.O.G.'s 
story...WHAT COULD HAVE BEEN. 


got message board balls and threat¬ 
ened to kick Erich's ass over Slave's 
"repress rights" (that's all on Matt, 
Erich's always had integrity and I ain't 
the only guy who'll say it!). Giulio of 
CRIPPLE BASTARDS even re-released

Life wasn't just good for the band, it 
was amazing! Even IPECAC contacted 
Erich to re-release "Spirit Of Time" on 
cd! Mike Patton was a hXc punk back 
in the day, worshipping F.O.G.'s 7" 
isn't so strange given Patton's track 
record for oddball music) as well as 
getting ripped off by FINAL CONFLICT 
for a copy of "Ashes To Ashes" when it 
originally came out! So of course when 
MR. BUNGLE came through Europe, 

F.O.G. and Patton were more than 
happy to share stage space with each 
other! Turnouts at the regular u/g 
gigs were mediocre though (I don't 
it either). The new trax were strong, 

REALLY strong (they really are a logical con¬ 
tinuation of the band's sound...if anything, 
they were more dissident and SWANS like in 
sections), and even MORE plans were made 
for a new LP (didja know EARACHE contem¬ 
plated an LP for them in '88?) on SCORCHED 
EARTH POLICY, as well as an American tour! 


EGO DESTROYS E-V-E-R-Y-T-H-l-N-G. Ipecac 
kept pushing back the CD's release. Scorched 
Earth rejected the demo for the new LP 
(Absurd is eternally waiting to release the 
demo as a 12"...don't hold your breath 
though, I sure as shit don't), and Dave 
mysteriously bailed out. Some metalcore 
guy was found to play bass, but Erich wasn't 
having any of it. Personally, I think he should 
have stayed the course, shop around for 
another label or just self release...but once 
again disillusionment set in and Erich killed 
the band and a majority of related plans in 
motion...forever.

Like all the 
best bands there's a depth to Iron Lung that 
isn't always readily apparent on casual listen, 
largely due to a cover they recorded a long 
time ago and the fact that their tempos don't 
sit still for long the lazy school of thought 
generally seems to go "they sound like 
Crossed Out". But Iron Lung have always
